Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Weaver discussed the three different states of notification as 
recited in claim 1 from the amendment dated July 6, 2005, which includes (1) an updating state wherein when another 
frame is updated, a flashing icon is shown, (2) a non-updating state wherein one symbol is display (Fig. 15 of the 
drawings) for a single frame, and (3) a non-reception state where no symbol is displayed. Mr. Weaver stated that 
Okazaki et al only displays a number associated with the frame rate as shown in Figure 12, and that Yamaashi does 
not display the actual frame rate as shown in Figure 6, and as such there is a distinction between the claimed invention 
and the applied Okazaki et al and Yamaashi references. The Examiner clearly explained the basis for rejecting the 
particular features of the notification of the state of frame rate by changing the information in view of Yamaashi et al. 
Mr. Weaver stressed that the particular notification in the form of a flashing icon occuring everying time a frame is 
updated is an important feature that should be carefully considered. The Examiner will revisit the applied references in 
light of the newly presented claims from the amendment filed July 6, 2005 and in view of this discussion when 
formulating an Office Action in response to the amendment filed July 6, 2005. . 
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
